The Cabinet will hold a second 
meeting on Wednesday to get a full 
report from the Defence Minister.

The Cabinet yesterday approved 
the: appointment of Yitzhak Livni

Information Minister Shimon Pe~ 
res, who submitted the proposal to 
the Cabinet, said Livni was the 
only candidate, as no other nomina~ 
tions had been proposed in the 
plenum session of the Broadcasting 
Authority last week.. He recalled 
that he had asked Almog to con- 
timze in office for several more 
months, as had Educution Minister 
Yigal Allon previously, but Almaz 
insisted on ending his term now. 

Livni was until now the head of 
the army broadcasting station, 
“Galei Zahal," and of the army's 
weekly magazine “Bamahaneh." His 
surcessor in this post is expected 
td be appointed shortly.

» and conclusions reached 
as 8 result of the war. 

He sald special work groups with- 
in the General Staff and in the 
various’ corps were busy studying’ 
the lesgons of the war. In several 
cases adjushnents in technique had 
already been made. More serious 
problems we being studied in 
depth, -he said, and conclusions should 
be presented to the General Steff. 

Results of the self-examination 
were already evident on several 
levels. Israel had invested in types 
of equipment not previously in ser- 
vice, ‘and designed specifically to 
neutralize the advantages gained by 
the enemy in the last conflict. 

* On the organizational level, it had 
pbecome apparent that more coordin- 
ation was needed between the various 
arms of the service in battle — such 
as between tanks and infantry, and 
the air force and the ground forces. 

Aluf Hofi noted that the General 
Staff was aware of the danger of 
/getting bogged down in dealing 
with the lessons of the October 
war, and neglecting planning for

Cuban, N. Korean 
troops in Syria 


‘Hope’ on accord

WASHINGTON. — Defence Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan said yester- 
day there ig a brigade of Cuban 
soldiers in Syria ag well as North 
Korean troops. This is believed 
to be the first time an Israeli 
leader has said troops of those 
countries were physically invoived 

in the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Dayan, appearing on. NBC's 
“Meet the Press,” had been asked 
to comment on assistance that the 
Arabs were receiving from other 
countries, 

“We think that there are foreign 
troops — Arab foreign troops — 
and others, Hke the Cubans and 
some North Koreans tn Syria and 
of course, troops from Arab coun- 
tries like Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Morocco, Iraq and so on," Dayan 
said. 

Fresh from two days of mect- 
ings with Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger on a Syrian front disen- 
gagement agreement, Dayan re- 
fused to say that he was confident. 
that Israel and Syria would reach 
an agreement, but he did say that 
he was “hepeful” that it could be 
done. 

“We want to come to an agree- 
ment, they want to come to an 
agreement, and we are ready to 
start, though there is a big and 
wide gap between their position 
and ours," he said. 

On Saturday, Kissinger said that 
the Israeli proposal for a disen- 
gagement which Dayan presented 


swould serve as a “useful basis" for 


further talks with the Syrians, who 
are scheduled to diapatch an en- 
voy’ to Washington on or about 
April 10. 

He said his presentation of a 
plan to Kissinger was just the first 
step. “We expect the State Depart- 
ment to be a kind of mediator be- 
tween us and the Syrians, so what 
I am doing here now is the first 
step, putting down on the Secre- 
tary’s table our proposal.” 

He denied that the U.S. was 
pressuring Israel into granting con- 
cessions to the Arabs. 

“Well, for the time being we are 
just enjoying the aid that we get 
from America. I do hear about 
pressure. The pressure is put by 
the Russians on the Arabs and not 
by the U.S." 

He suggested that the next stage 
in an agreement with the Egyp- 
tians should come after Egypt re- 
opens the Suez. Canal and repopu- 
lates the cities on its banks. Then, 
Israel and Egypt should try to 
negotiate a final boundary and the 
“final kind of normal relationship." 

He acknowledged that Russia 
had provided the Egyptians with 
the Scud missile, but not with nu- 
clear warheads. 

Dayan denied that Israel and 


Jordan had made ἢ secret agree- 
ment to separate their forces. “I 
wish we had an agreement, whe- 
ther it would be with Jordan or 
with Egypt. But, regretfully, -we 
don’t have any agreement yet with 
any of the Arab countries.” 

Dayan said there were no direct 
or open negotiations now under way 
with King Hussein, but “we do 
hear, and we have some ° Si; 
about his thoughts, and I believe 
that he knows what our position ts.” 

He added that he thought it would 
be possible for Israel and Jordan 
to reach an agreement, but Jordan's 
position is still “far away" from 
the Israeli view. “But theoretically, 
I think that we can reach an agree- 
ment if the two parties would 
agree to make concessiens to one 
another.” 

In his talks with Kissinger last 
week, he said, Jordan had not neen 
discussed “at 311." (See Below.) 

Dayan praised American weaponry 
which has been used by Israel, but 
he noted that the Soviets had given 
the Arabs supenor anti-aircraft 
missiles. He said that he did not 
know whether the U.S. had better 
anti-aircraft missiles in its arsenal, 
and was perhaps just reluctant to 
give them to Israel. . 

He said that the Soviet-made 
anti-aircraft missiles used in the 
Middle East were of higher quality 
than then American-made missiles, 
“but only in this field.” 

Meanwhile, there has not been 
any new word here about any 
changes in the number of guns 
which Egypt placed in the restricted 
forces zone along the Suez Canal, 
according to informed military 
sources. 

On Saturday, Dayan said that 
he thought the situation would be 
eorrected soon. Diplomatic sources 
told The Jerusalem Poat that Kis- 
singer had once again assured the 
Israelis that Egypt would rectify 
the matter. A- high-ranking Israeli 
military official said yesterday that 
there was no truth in a press re- 
port published in Israel that the 
Egyptians suggested that Israel 
should also increase its number of 
guns in the zone rather than have 
Egypt cut down. (No proposal 
column 1.) 

Dayan ‘eaves Washington for 
home Sunday night after an after- 
noon meeting with members of the 
powerful Senate Armed Services 
Committee. 

Among those who came to Wash- 
ington with Dayan was former Air 
Force Commander Mordechai! Hod, 
who is being appointed as assistant 
to the Defence Minister. Hod did 
not participate in the talks with 
Kissinger on Friday and Saturday, 
‘but he is expected to ce with Dayan 
Monday morning when he meets 
Secretary of Defence James Schle- 
singer. 


| ‘Talks in 1974 


with Palestinians’

NEW YORK. — Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan said here on Saturday 
night that 1974 could be the year 
in which Israel negotiates with the 
Palestinians, Speaking to 300 Unit- 
ed Jewish Appeal leaders at the St. 
Regis Hotel, Mr. Dayan said that 
the Palestinians would be repre- 
sented by Jordan or by some other 
group at the Geneva talks. 

He went on to say that Israel 
had lived with Palestinians in the 
days before the State, when . there 
were attacks on buses and settle- 
ments, that we had lived with them 
in the last 25 years aud in the six 
years since the Six Day War. “We 
will find the way to live with Pal- 
estinians in the future,” he said. 

The Defence Minister showed cau- 
tious optimism with regard to the 
talks with Egypt, and even with 
Syria. Never, in the last 26 years, 
had there been “such a construc- 
tive attitude from the Arab people”

An unexpected 
number of reservists had agreed to 
sign up for additional stints of 
duty, he said. A decision had been 
taken to increase the time spent by 
members of Nahal in active ser- 
vice at the expense of their time on 
settlements. The army also intends 
to cut down on the number of ex- 
emptions from active service given 
to persons classified as ‘“soclal 
cases" by granting families de- 
pendent on these youngsters larger 
socis] benefits.

“They take off their uniforms and 
they demonstrate quietly," he said.

TEL AVIV. — A Cabinet crisis 


The meeting was held in a 
state of constant ferment, with a 
turbulent crow of yeshiva stud- 
ents and Bnai Akiva youngsters 
agitating for the opposition out- 
side the Ohel Shem hall where 
the day-long session took place. 
Police stationed two van-loads of 
men outside the special barriers 


protecting the entrance. 
Burly “chuckers-out” scrutinized 


the credentials of most arrivals be- 
fore allowing them into the hall, 
and bodily expelled some young- 
sters who had managed to get in 
to shower the hell with leaflets 
from the balcony. 

The heads of the two dom!nant 
factions in the party emerged with 
their leadership reconfirmed -- In- 
terior Minister Yosef Burg and Re- 
ligious Affairs Minister Yitzhak 
Raphael — who is in coalition with 
Dr. Burg. Thelr 52 per cent was 
bolstered by the eight per cent of 
the NRP-affiliated moshav move- 
ment However Social Welfare Min- 
ister Michael Chazani emerged 
greatly weakened due to his having 
shifted position on whether or not 
to stay in the government at least 
twice in the few days before the 
meeting assembled. The sizeable 
minority opposition has solidified 
around a combination of the youth 
circles, Dr. Zerah Warhaftig’s fac- 
tion and the Kibbutz Hadati. 

In a personal, and unexpected, 
announcement, Mr. Chazani sald: 
“I feel duty bound to resign from 
the Cabinet," over his party's “two 
mistakes” the appeal to the 
Chief Rabbinate on the question of 
“Who is a Jew” legislation and its 
subsequent decision to ignore the 
rabbis’ veto on entering the Ca- 
binet. He warned of a possible split 
in the party “because of the quali- 
tative nature of the protesters.”

Justice Minister Haim Zadok is 
to make a statement in the Knes- 
set today outlining the Government's 
Gecision.

__ The new Information Ministry will 
in fact comprise various departments 
hitherto placed in five different Min- 
istries. These Ministries are: 

@ The Prime Minister’s Office, which 
will transfer the Government Press 
Office to the Information Ministry. 
@ The Defence Ministry, which will 
transfer its Publications Depart- 
ment. 

Ὁ The Foreign Ministry, which will 
transfer ita Publications division and 
related units that operate on its 
behalf; the unit dealing with for- 
eign correspondents — both those 
residing here and visiting news~ 
men; the unit dealing with foreign 
visitors, except for official VIP. 
guests; the film and TV document- 
aries unit; and the unit dealing 
wtih exhibitions abroad. 

@ The Finance Ministry, which will 
transfer the Government's Publica- 
tions Department (which also co- 
ordinates Government advertising 
and publication of official notices in 
the local press and radio}. 

@ The Ministry of Education and 
Culture, which will transfer the 
Information’ Centre and its film 
service.

The 
Information Ministry will provide 
the Foreign Ministry with all neces- 
gary publications on political topics, 
as requested, the spokesman said. 

With the merger of the Develop- 
ment Ministry with the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry, the 
name “development” will actually 
disappear from the list of Govern- 
ment departments. Commerce and 
Industry will get the veteran Min- 
istry's departments dealing with 
mines, minerals and electricity; its 
Petroleum Commissioner and his 
Staff will be transferred to the Fin- 
ance Ministry's Fuel Authority, 
which is headed by Dr. Zvi Din- 
stein.

Interior Minister refutes 
reports of mass emigration 


Interior Minister Yosef Burg told 
the Cabinet yesterday that recent 
reports in the press about the scope 
of emigration from Israel were 
devoid of foundation. -᾿ 

To prove his point, the Interior 
Minister gave the Cabinet statistics 
of new passports issued by his of- 
fice. which, he said indicated 2 steady 


natural increase in passport issue’ 


from year to year — but no signi- 
ficant change in the volume of issue 
since the Yom Kippur War.

HOLON. — Mayor Pinhas Bylon, 
whose IL80.9m. deficit budgef for 
1974/75 was approved yesterday, 
warned that none of the country’s 
municipalities would be able to avoid 
deficits as long as the present rate 
system continues. 

The budget the City Council ap- 
proved, 45 per cent higher than 
last year’s, includes 8 deficit of 
IL10.5—13 per cent of the total. 
Meeting with reporters after the 
vote, Mr. Eylon said the budget 
teok into account an increase in 
the population of Israel's fifth 
largest city — from 110,000 to 
120,000. 


Mr. Eylon stressed that none of 
the country’s mumicipalities would 
be able to balance their budgets, 
despite rate hikes. The chief reason 
was that the present ‘rate system 
is based on apartment-size. He re- 
commended a revenue-sharing sys-

Bis second complaint was that 
in mone of the ctties does the Gov- 
ernment participate sufficiently in 
financing such services as education 
and welfare.

Mr, Eylon went on to charge that 
Israel's cities get loans at far worse 
terms than are afforded other sec- 
tors of the economy. This, he said, 
would ultimately lead to a cutback 
on development, as the cities can- 
not afford to pay back so many 
loans and at such high interest 
rates. Such curtailment of develop- 
ment projects, he warned, would 
mean Jess work on infra-structure 
for new neighbourhoods, which would 
in the long-run limit the construc- 
tion of housing for young couples 
and new immigrants.

“growing Jewishly.” If my Jewish- 
ness is marked by movement, it is 
authentic; if i is not, if it has 
grown static and stale, it has lost 
its authenticity. 

Teaching this in North America 
was important, It helped many Jews 
regain faith in themselves, in their 
potential as Jews. It helped over- 
‘come many of the artificial barriers 
which divided segments of the Jew- 
ish community, for it expressed the 
ultimate sterility of all religious la- 
bels.
